The 35 USC 102 rejection of claims 10-25 has been withdrawn based on 
applicant's amendment filed on May 4, 2004.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After reviewing applicant's amendment, arguments and conducting an updated 
search none of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed laser 
with the recited limitations of independent claims 10,19,20 and 23, having a reflective 
layer provided on the end of the phase controlling region, thereby increasing the 
influence of light returning from the phase controlling region, which allows for an 
efficient and stable modulation of the oscillation mode.
